“ THE SPORTING THEORY OF 
JUSTICE” 


This is the rather startling title of 
an address recently delivered before 
the City Club of St. Louis, by Judge 
John D. Lawson, dean of the Missouri 
University Law School. 


Judge Lawson branded justice in 
the courts of the United States as a 
gamble in which you lose if you over­ 
play or underplay. 
He was severe in 
his criticism of our court procedure, 
and told his hearers t Hat the present 
system is old and out of place; and 
that while it was borrowed from Eng­ 
land it has been kept without change, 
while England has changed its sys­ 
tem materially and done so for the 
betterment of the people. 
Judge Lawson declared that deci­ 
sions based on technicalities seemed ( 
silly to him. 
“It is inexcusable,” bel 
declared, “for the court to intimate 
as an excuse for its action that with | 
out tile word 'the' the prisoner might | 
not know whether lie was violating] 
Hie laws of the state of Missouri 
or 
some other state." 
Judge Lawson spoke of his recent 
t rip to England where he sat on the 
bench of the criminal court of that 
country as the guest 
of 
a 
judge. 
"W hat state court was it 
that 
re­ 
versed a case because the word 'Hie' 
was left out,” asked the judge of me. 
" 'It was the court of Missouri, 
ray 
own state, I replied. 
‘The reason the 
court gave was that the constitution 
of tile state required the word to be 
in all indictments.’ ” 
“ ‘You must have a great veneration 
for your constitution,’ the judge told 
me. ‘If we had the same veneration 
tor our constitution we would send to 
the penitentiary for life the man who 
failed to put the word 'the' in the in­ 
d ic tin g !.’ ” 


It would seem t Hat no thoughtful 
person can fail to be impressed, as 
tile Register is, with the gravity of
